On March 4, 1921, Warren 
Harding was inaugurated Presi­ 
dent, and h e called a disarma­ 
ment conference of th e major 
powers concerned with th e Pa­ 
cific in an effort to stabilze 
conditions in th at area. Limita­ 
tion of Naval armament was 
agreed to along with several 
treaties pledging mutual con­ 
sultation. Th ere was a pact to 
bar th e use of poison gas and 
unrestricted submarine warfare. 
Meanwh ile in Europe, France 
and Belgium soon moved troops 
into th e Rh ineland to enforce

On March 4, 1925, President 
Coolidge was inaugurated after 
h aving succeeded to th e office 
at th e death of President Hard­ 
ing in August, 1928.

On March 4, 1929, Herbert 
„■loover was inaugurated Presi­ 
dent. He strove for world peace 
and sent American delegates to 
Geneva for an international con­ 
ference on limiting armaments. 
But th e conference failed. In 
1931 Japan moved into Manch u­ 
ria and Secretary of State Stim- 
son in vain called upon Britain 
and th e oth er powers of th e world 
to denounce th e aggressor and 
do someth ing about it. But th e 
effort failed and th e aggressor 
went unch ecked. 
On March 4,1933, wh en Frank­ 
lin D. Roosevelt was inaugurated, 
Adlof Hitler h ad already become 
dictator in Germany a few weeks 
before. 
Th en th e sequence of 
events began th at led to World 
War 2. Jtaly invaded Eth iopia. 
Th e League of Nations faltered. 
Hitler seized Austria and th en 
Czech oslovakia. 
T h e 
Spanish 
civil war — beginning in July, 
1936—saw Communists and anti­ 
communists from oth er coun­ 
tries participating on opposite 
sides. In November, 1936, Italy, 
Germany and Japan formed a 
military alliance wh ich was to be 
broken up only after th e worst 
war in all h istory. Mr. Roosevelt 
was inaugurated in 1937 as th e 
world was moving toward 
a 
global conflict. Japan began h er 
war against Ch ina th at same 
year. 
Sd, 4th Term» 
Due to th e world situation, th e 
American people disregarded for 
th e time being th eir tradition 
confining presidents to two terms 
and elected Franklin Roosevelt to 
a th ird and fourth term in 1940 
and 1944. respectively. America 
entered World War 2 in 1941, 
and suffered more th an 
1.000,000 
casualties. 
Th e world crisis continued as 
President Truman took over in 
1945. He was inaugurated in 
1949 in th e midst of desperate 
efforts to save Europe from eco­ 
nomic collapse. Also twelve na­ 
tions, 
including 
th e U ni t ed 
States, organized th e NATO alli­ 
ance. Just eigh teen month s after 
h is inauguration came anoth er 
crisis in th e Far East as America 
found h erself sending more th an 
1,000,000 boys to participate in 
th e bloody war in Korea started 
by th e Communists. 
Still More Crise* 
Th e clamor for peace — for 
some device to persuade nations 
to refrain from figh ting each 
oth er in war — h as continued 
th rough out th e decades. It is 
reflected in th e policies of Presi­ 
dent Eisenh ower as expressed in 
h is inaugural address in 19o3 
and 1957. 
But th e world » till moves to­ 
ward more crises—now’ in th e 
Middle East and in Eastern Eu­ 
rope. Th is h appens because pol­ 
iticians muddy th e waters as 
busy people, lazy people, people 
unaware of th e facts of h istory, 
and people wh o do know’ th e 
facts but are afraid to stand up 
for principle—preferring instead

Nations and th e new Unitec 
Nations in Geneva and to th e 
PX’s in Germany wh ere I anc 
oth ers were allowed to ch isel a 
little off th e price of American 
booze and cigarette» , at th e ulti­ 
mate expense of th e American 
taxpayers of wh om, I may say 
I am one. I h ave been not exactly 
a prince but a low-degree protege 
of privilege and it h as been nice 
going but I h ave never h ad a 
vote of confidence from th e public 
and I know of no journalist in 


all my experience wh o h ad. 
Th e press often h as performed 
great service for th e public. On 
th e oth er h and it h as served 
selfish 
personal 
and 
financial 
interests of rich proprietors and 
political parties and ill-concealed 
malefactors. Th e only constitu­ 
tional reference to th e press is 
th e one wh ich forbids Congress 
to pass any law interfering with 
our “freedom.” But th at * free­ 
dom” means a freedom to tell th e 
truth as individuals, good or bad, 
see it, to lie, to scandalize for 
covert motives, to attack or de­ 
fend evil, in sh ort to beh ave our­ 
selves as fiie people do but with in 
statutory verbotens against ob­ 
scenity and false injurious state­ 
ments. 
Th e people also are 
» 0 re­ 
stricted in th e exercise of th eir 
constitutional freedom of speech . 
But noth ing in th at guarantee 
concerning th e pres» can reason­ 
ably be construed 
a s a mandate 
from th e founding fath ers to 
stand in th e people’s place as 
th eir witnesses at inaugurations, 
executions or any oth er galas. 
Red Newton, th e managing 
editor of th e Tampa Tribune, is 
a valiant warrior against sercecy 
in th e courts wh ich now conceal 
th e proceedings in a large and 
constantly growing jurisdiction. 
In many states th e names of 
young criminals are suppressed 
by weak and probably unconstitu­ 
tional laws in 
a press wh ich 
observes 
a th ough tless obedience. 
Th e press believes or pretends to 
believe 
th at 
publications 
of 
“juvenile” cases would injure th e 
interests of th e defendants and 
th eir families so badly th at viola­ 
tion of th e public interest, th e 
public’« righ t to know, may be 


willingly suffered as a lesser evil. 
Mr. 
Newton 
contends 
th at 
wh en a juvenile defendant goes 
into a star ch amber h e may get a 
dirty deal and start on a long 
h itch in criminal surroundings 
wh ich will forever preclude re­ 
form and a h appy and successful 
life. To th is patch of cases, may 
be added a terrible ch amber of 
secrecy wh ich th e federal courts 
h ave adopted under a rubber law 
passed by Congress for th e osten­ 
sible purpose of “faciliating” th e 
work of th e courts. By th is 
auth ority 
from Congress, 
th e 
judges presumed to adopt 
a 
“rule,” in effect a law of th eir 
own enactment, permitting star- 
ch amber “examinations,” miles 
from th e presence of any judge 
absolutely 
unrestricted 
as 
to 
topic, irrelevancy, depth of inti­ 
macy and scope. Th e judge's own 
conscience is th e only brake on 
indecency. 
And 
th ough 
th e 
records may be “sealed” each 
litigant h as a copy so th e invita­ 
tion to blackmail is plain. 
"Hie Yale Law Journal said “a 
clever examiner can pose a string 
of 
improper 
questions 
wh ich 
individually 
are 
not 
serious 
enough to warrant refusal to 
answer.” 
In one flagrant case a litigant 
with a criminal record th reatened 
to go on th e air to blackmail 
an innocent adversary with a 
recitation of 
h is 
copy of 
a 
“record” wh ich was .supposed to 
be sealed. 
Th is all comes with in Mr. 
Newton’s field of battle against 
secrecy in th e courts. Yet even 
h ere, Mr. Newton cannot claim a 
warrant to speak for th at great, 
insensate brute th e public because 
th ere is no entity of government 
with auth ority to issue such a 
writ. Anyway you would th en 
h ave a licensed press.

It was possible to give South 
the king-jack of spades, kinK’ , 
queen-jack of hearts, acc of dia-, 
monds and queen of clubs for a 
16-point total. This would place 
the ace of cluhs in the East hand 
and allow the club shift to defeat 
the contract two tricks. 
In rubber bridge a club shut 
would have been the correct play 
but this was duplicate. Declarer 
would almost surely take the rest ; 
of the tricks if a club were led 
and he held the ace. West also i 
noted that the odds were tre- 
mendously in favor of South 
holding the club ace.
